OK, call me a cynic, but as I read this, there is more = 
self-glorification here than I can justify based on the history that I = 
am familiar with. The web site only has a set of short excerpts on it, = 
so maybe the book presents a more balanced view. But with the title "The = 
Magicians of Monmouth", it may be that balance was not one of the = 
author's goals. 


I hope the book discusses the important failures too like the fact that = 
many of the pre-war Ft. Monmouth designs proved failures in actual = 
wartime use--this would include the early modulated-oscillator walkie = 
talkies and the SCR-195 truck-mounted radio that was so bad that Ft. = 
Monmouth ended up having to replace it with a radio designed for = 
recreational use by amateurs. 


And I am suspicious of the tests that "proved" that American RADAR was = 
better than British RADAR prior to the US entry into the war. This = 
assertion does not jive well with the other histories I have read. 


I think that anyone who wants to read an objective history would have a = 
hard time doing better than the 3 volumes of the US Army in WWII series: 
The Emergency, The Test and The Outcome. These do a great job of = 
meticulously detailing the (mostly later) successes and (mostly earlier) 
failures of Ft. Monmouth. 


For companion reading, I would also recommend the 2 volumes of The = 
History of Science and Engineering in the Bell System.=20 


Ft. Monmouth certainly did eventually get it right with the superb FM = 
and RTTY radio systems that came into use during WWII--and also with the 
SCR-299/399 (by way of Bill Halligan and the boys). You could also argue 
that the BC-342 was an exception to the early design debacles. But their 
pre-war and early-war output was something less than magical, I think.

I picked up a rather cute homebrew transmitter at the Breezeshooters = 
hamfest here in Pittsburgh last Sunday. It's built in a small, = 
slant-front steel desktop cabinet. It uses a 6A6 oscillator, 6A6 buffer 
(doubler?) and a pair of metal 6L6's in the final. Construction = 
technique is strictly professional and no expense was spared on the = 
parts--Weston meters, ceramic tube sockets and lots of pie-wound RF = 
chokes. It uses one plug-in coil in each stage and the coils are built = 
on tube-socket bases. Link coupling is used to feed the antenna from the 
output coil. There is no power supply, but that should be the easy part. 


As usual, I would like to find a construction article or reference to a 
Similar design. If anyone has run across something like this, please let 
me know.

The Pittsburgh area has only 2 good-size hamfests per year and this is = 
one of them. Following so close behind Dayton is probably not a good = 
thing. You will overhear a dozen conversations about great stuff bought 
or sold at Dayton as you walk around Breezeshooters. 


The fest is ideally-located on the Butler County Fairgrounds some 15 = 
miles north of Pittsburgh. Clean, large buildings are available for = 
indoor sellers and a wide, easily-traversed field is open to tail-gate = 
sellers. The field is right next to the Butler County Airport from which 
small-single engine planes take off and land regularly if the weather is 
good. 


Breezeshooters has often been a great hamfest with lots of everything = 
for everybody and sellers packing the place end to end. This year was a 
slightly down year, I thought. Maybe it was the weather which was = 

overcast and threatening about 6:30AM. By 8AM, the flea market was less 


than half full or maybe about half. Then as the weather turned good by = 
11AM, more sellers showed up. But overall, I thought both seller and = 
buyer attendance was down slightly.

Collins 75A1 for $350 with speaker--pretty beat up SOLD 

Collins 75A4 for $600 --lots of paint dings NOT SOLD 

The usual B-grade 30L1 amplifiers.

No interesting estate sales except for some real junk where they had the 
sale at the house and 

just brought the leftovers. I didn't see hardly any rack-mounted gear at 
all and very little in 

the way of homebrew parts. All the tube sellers had ex-TV service = 
junk--anything an amateur builder would want had an AES-sized price on = 
it. 


One guy showed up with a trailer and pickup load of antique radio parts = 
and magazines. He had a fine selection of QST into the 20's which sold = 
quickly. Also, CQ, Service, PF Reporter, Radio News, Radio-TV News, lots 
of catalogs, antique radio service manuals, 73, Ham Radio, and tons of = 
stuff I am forgetting. By the end of the day, he had sold all of the = 
good stuff and there were about 8-10 boxes of miscellany left over. He = 
pulled out, leaving those behind and I came across the pile as it was = 
being picked over by a small crowd of appreciative salvagers. I pulled 
out a Souvenir Program from Navy Day October 27, 1930 that is pretty = 


cool, plus some Barry's Green Sheet catalogs that are worth having as = 
references.
